One of the Oldest and Handsomest 
Buildings in the Missouri Metropo- 
lis—At 3:20 This Morning the Blase 
Had Been Confined to the Top Por- 
tion of the East Wing, but Experts 
Say That the Whele Structure 
Will Ge. : 


, St. Louls, Mo., Feb. 24—3:20 a. m.—{Spe- 
Cial.}—Fire started in the Merchants’ Ex- 
change Building at 2:20 o’clock this morning, 
and within fifteen minutes had spread over 
the entire northeastern part of the structure. 
Two alarms were turned in, and twenty-two 
engines rushed to the scene of the blaze. 
The building will probably be totally dé- 
stroyed. Loss will be between $800,000 and 


$1,000,000. 


Fire in East End of Building. 
Up to this hour the fire has been confined to 


the east end of the roof and the upper story. 


The department is being hampered by the 
mass of electric light and other wires which- 
surrounds the building. ‘ 

The biggest water tower the department 
owns toppled over into a nest of wires and 


retarded work on the fire for over ten min- 
utes. The building is large and old. It is 
the opinion of experts tliat if the fire gets 


below the top story the building will be 
gutted. 
Description of the Building. 
The Merchants’ Exchange Building covers 


two-thirds of a block at the corner of Third 
and Pine streets. It is an imposing edifice, 
six stories in height, and is built of stone. 
It is one of the handsomest structures in St. 


Louis, and was always believed to be fire- 


proof. 


The upper floors are offices, and the lower 


is devoted entirely to the use of members. 
The main hall is 221 feet long by 92 wide, and 
60 feet to the ceiling, lighted on all sides by 
seventy windows, arranged in two tiers, 
not a column or other obstruction exists in 


the hall.. The entire woodwork is of solid 


walnut, mahogany, and other hardwoods, 


and is finished in the highest style of art. 


The ceiling is a marvel of beauty, being 
frescoed in three large panels. The ceiling, 
including the cornice and cone is 990x215 feet,

He Will Have Two Hundred Thousand 
Soldiers in Readiness tor the 
Emergency. 


London, Feb, 23:—Today’s special  dis- 
patches indicate little change in the Cretan 
situation. The foreign squadrons are still 
practically blockading the island by pre- 
venting any communication with the camp 
of Col. Vassos at Platania. 

All of the Cretan chieftains of the Prov- 
iInces of Apokorona, Agio, Vassili, and Spha- 
kia have sent proclamations to the foreign 
Consuls declaring their determination to 
unite with Greece. The King of Greece has 
published a message enjoining his people 
to remain calm and dignified and repose con- 
fidence in the government. This message 
became necessary on account of the grow- 
ing excitement since the bombardment. 

It is reported on good authority that the 
Sultan has ordered seventeen divisions of 
the army mobilized for the purpose of en- 
abling him, with the irregulars, to put 200,- 
000 men in the field, 80,000 each against 
Greece and Bulgaria, the remainder as a 
reserve. The work of mobilization is pro- 
ceeding more smoothly than was expected, 
even money forthcoming, it is believed, from 
the Sultan’s private purse and the various 
religious funds. These are, however, only 
precautionary. The Sultan has had no idea 
of carrying on an aggressive war. On the 
contrary, it is evident that some scheme of 
Cretan autonomy on the Samoan Islands 
model is under consideration.

Our earnest conviction is that Spain is in- 
capable of governing Cuba, and that the 
Island of Cuba cannot enjoy normal or civ- 
ilized life under Spanish authority, no mat- 
ter what, form such authority may take. 
Our ideals and the aspirations of all Cubans 
have always been absolute independence, to 
see Cuba, in fact, a democratic republic. 
To realize this the Cuban@ took up arms in 
1868, and again in 1805, and would take them 
up a hundred times more if it weré necessary. 

“Unless independence is achieved there 
can never be permanent peace in the Island 
of Cuba. That there shall be no doubt what- 
ever upon this subject we have written in 
our constitution, the eleventh article, which 
is: *‘ Any treaty with Spain must be definite- 
ly based upon the absolute independence of 
the Island of Cuba.’ ‘

Lord Paget’s Name Suffers. 


The passage that especially exasperates 
the Londoners is the one in which Miss Sol- 
dene artlessly sketches one of the highest 
gentlemen of the court in attitudes and es- 
capades not altogether lordly. This scene 
is laid at the Drury e in 1886: ' 

“One day, after long, fatiguing re- 
hearsel, going out at the stage door, I met 
Lord Alfred Paget coming in. He was car- 
rying a rather large rush basket, a fishmon- 
ger’s basket. ‘What have you got there?’ 
said I. ‘ Well,’ said he, ‘ it’s haddocks, dried 
haddocks, and a bottle of brown sherry. I 
was going to have tea with some of the 
girls. Will you come”? ” 

Miss Stdidene draws an unprepossessing 
picture of him, in his shabby frock coat and 
greasy neckerchief, carrying a big carpet- 
bag with him wherever he went. “After one 
of my American journeys,” she says, “I 
met him on the Strand.’ He was still carry- 
ing the bag, and came to the point at once. 
‘Dear Emily,’ said he, ‘dear old friend; 
where can I buy some long black silk 
gloves? There’s a girl can’t go on tonight 
till I get them for her.’ ”’ 

According to this veracious chronicler, it 
was Lord Alfred who introduced the bangle 
fad among the ballet. When he returned 
from India, where he accompanied the 
Prince of Wales in 1875. he brought home 
“a sack full of bangles, none of them too 
expensive,” and the dancing girls and chorus 
went tinkling about the theater with a 
dozen bangles on each wrist. It’was only 
by a threat of fines that the bangles were 
kept off their ankles as well. 

Miss Soldene seems to have been deeply 
impressed, naturally enough, with the doings 
of “Jack the Ripper,”’ and she takes occasion 
to tell a pointless story on the subject. Ap- 
parently the anecdote is told only to bring 
in this innuendo at the beginning: “‘ In the 
next house to me at Bedford square Lord 
Manderville had rooms, and, strange to say, 
so had the Lady Elizabeth Bellwood.” This 
has nothing to do with the story, but it is 
the only point she makes. The fact is that 
Miss Soldene’s gossip is all of the vulgar 
yet delusive sort that is always promising 
to be interesting on the next page, and never 
keeps its promise.

Martin Hanus, a saloonkeeper, No. 295 
West Twenty-first street, was shot in the 
leg last night by one of two highwaymen 
who held him up at Eighteenth place and 
May street. He was found soon after lying 
on the sidewalk, and conveyed to the County 
Hospital.

New Burlesque, the 
Music, the Libretto, 


To say that the new burlesque at Mr. 
Clifford’s house is better than the last is not 
perhaps the highest praise that could be 
offered, but it is the best that can be said 
under the circumstances. It is a pity that 
with so pretty a house and such good ma- 
terial in the way of a chorus, something 
more brilliant than this effusion of Mr. Gil- 
bert and Mr. Goodall cannot be attained. 

It is possible, of course, that the enter- 
tainment provided may sult a certain class 
of people, but I doubt whether that clase is 
large enough to fill a theater for many 
weeks. The book is trivial, to say the least: 
the story is as incoherent as is usual in 
fen rs and the lyrics are hardly works 
of art. 

Here is an example from memory: 

Chi-ca-g¢ 

There is only oné you know: 

On Boston beans they feed New York, 
But’ Chicago sends them all the pork, 
Chi-ca-go! 

We are anything but slow, 

When we get together 

It’s pretty warm weather 

In Chi-ca-go. 

That is about the best of the songs, so the 
quality of the rest may be inferred. 

The dialogue is devoted chiefly to hits at 
New York and St. Louis. We are told that 
“New York no longer is in America; it is 
situated on the Island of Manhattan,,which 
was given as a present to Great Britain 
when Mr. William Waldorf Astor married 
the Queen’s granddaughter,” or this, per- 
haps, is funnier: “ That last consignment 
of vaudeville acts was refused by New York.*’ 
** Send them to London then and get them re- 
turned from there:to New York and they 
will be a howling success.” Iam afraid the 
joke is not original, however. 

The music of Mr. Gustav Liiders isnot 
more original than the libretto; what is 
is generally cut straight without any pre- 
tense at concealment from the successes of 
the past. ‘“ Tommy Atkins ’’ and the march 
from “ El Capitan ”’ are good enough in their 
way, but it is hard to see why they should 
be introduced into a new and original bur- 
lesque. | 

Then there are burlesques of such plays as 

** Richard IIl."’ and “ The Heart of Mary- 
land,” and a hundred allusions to current 
theatrical matters. 
The chief male character is that of Mr. 
Dan Foreman, obviously intended to rep- 
resent one of the great controlling syndicate. 
The chief female character is, of course, 
Miss Chicago, played by Miss Vernona Jar- 
beau, a buxom soubrette, who sings snatches 
from “‘ The Gaiety Girl,” “El Aapitan,” 
“The Gitl from Paris,” and a number of 
others similar works. Miss Ada Deaves 
makes the most horribly discordant noises 
during what she is pleased to call her songs 
and as that is her chief way of amusing her 
audience she must be pronounced a success 
only by those who have no respect for their 
own. sense of hearing. Mr. John Gilbert 
works hard in the leading part of Mr. Dan 
Foreman, and perhaps deserves more praise 
than the rest of the company, although he 
might have written himgelf a better part 
when he had the chance. 

Miss Lauise Willis Hepner alone attempted 
to contribute any vocal music to the per- 
formance, and as her voice is sweet but 
small she had an arduous task before her. 

The audience was fairly enthusiastic, 
which shows that there is a public for even 
this kind of burlesque.

GROSYENOR ASSAILS CIVIL SERVICE. 


Lively Political Debate in the Hquse, 
with Spoils as the — 
Text. ‘ 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 23.—The House 
sent the naval bill, the last of the appropria- 
tion bills; to the Senate today. Mr. Bou- 
telle, Chairman of the Naval committee, 
was in charge of the measure and displayed 
sugh skill in its handling that its provisions 
aroused little opposition, and it was passed 
practically without amendment. 

Mr. Barrett. of Massachusetts made an 
effort to secure an authorization for a dry 
dock at Boston to cost $1,000,000, but after 
a somewhat acrimonious debate the amend- 
ment was ruled out of order. He then tried 
to secure the appointment of a commission 
to pass on the relative merits of Boston and 
Portsmouth as a location for a dry dock, 


pnd ‘was equally unsuccessful. 


The feature of the day was an interesting 
political debate which occurred late in the 
afternoon on the subject of civil service re- 
form. It occurred during the consideration 
of a bill to permit the Governors of the Ter- 
ritories to appoint certain officers of the 
Territories in case of vacancies without the 
consent of the Legislative Councils, which 
is now required by law. 

Mr. Bailey [Dem., Tex.}] fought the bill 
on the ground that the Democrats and Re- 
publicans of Arizona should not bring their 
squabbies to Congress. In the course of his 
remarks Mr. Bailey tendered to the Repub- 
licans his sympathy for the troubles of 
patronage which would beset them March 4. 
On ‘that day, he said, there would be 350,000 
officeseekers and 60,000 offices, 

“Four years ago,” said he, ** you laughed 
at our embarrassment; now we laugh at 
yours. You have no more chance of escap- 
ing the wrath of the offieeseekers at the 
next Congressional elections than we Had 
of escaping the disapproval of the- people 
for the maladministration of the adminis- 
tration about to retire from power.”’ 

Proceeding, Mr. Bailey declared that @Very 
member on the floor realized the dangers 
of patronage. There were from five to ten 
disappointed applicants for the postoffices 
in every town, greator small. In fifty Con-, 
gressional districts the majority was less 
than 1,000. Every one of those districts 
would go Democratic at the next election. 


‘Patronage was a disadvantage poth at the 


primaries and at the polls. It created fric- 
tion betaveen Senators and Representatives, 
discord between executive and legislative de- 
partments. More animosities have been cre- 
ated between the executive and legislative 
branches of the government by patronage, 
said he, than all other questions combined. 
It was a quarrel over patronage thatdrove 
from the Senate most of the brilliant men 
who had been in that body in thirty years. 
It was the heat of the zeal for office which 
so’ influenced the brain ofa madman that 
he shot down a President. Patronage had. 
alienated persona] friends struggling over 
who should centrol. 

The pending bill wasjost sight of in the po- 
litical maelstrom that followed. Mr. Flynn 
{Rep., Ok.] aroused many of the Repub- 
licans to applause by declaring that if he 


-could have his way he would wipe out the 


civil service law and fill every office with a 
Republican in both Houses. 

Mr. Grosvenor ridiculed the civil service 
system and rag" nee amid uproarious ap- 
plause from the Republicans that the tide 
was rising which would sweep the law out 
of existence and give the young men of this 
country a chance. 

Mr. Brosius [Rep., Pa.) denied that it was 
antagonistc to young men. On the con- 
trary, he said, the merit system gave the 
young men the right to aspire to office with- 
out the humiliation of being subservient to 
politicians and beggars at the feet of bosses. 

Mr. Bailey again secured the floor, and 
after remarking wpon the “ peculiar rela- 
tions ’’ existing between the gentlemen from 
Ohio (Grosvenor) and the incoming Presi- 
dent, asked sentitiously if the Democrats 
were warranted in-assuming that his utter- 
ances were to be accepted as a notice that 
the civil selvice law is to be repealed. 

“ What do you think of the law?” put In 
Mr. Steele [Rep.; Ind.}. 

“I think it is a humbug,” replied Mr. Bai- 
ley, a reSponse that won round of applause 
from both sides of the House. 

Mr, Grosvenor replied to Mr. Bailey’s in- 
timation with a frankness that again set 
the Republicans wild. 

“If the gentieman from Texas had been 
here in the Fiftieth Congrese,”’ said he, “* he 
would know that the first bitter contention 
I ever had on the floor with Wiliam Mc- 
Kinley was on this subject of civil service re- 
form, he taking one side of the question and 
I the other. When it was over, I did not 
think he had lost any confidence in my par- 
tisanship and I had lost none in his states- 
manship and ultimate good sense.”’ 

Mr. Grosvenor proceeded to characterize 
the civil service law ag” conspiracy ”’ which 
had proved the “ greatst power of the spoils- 
man.” He termed it “a law to pension in- 
competents,”’ and said the pie had at last 
discovered that it was a ug. He told 
of an instance where a Democratic official 
with seventy-nine civil service employés 
under him had boasted that he had been 
able to get into office seventy Democrats. 

He declared that “ Pendletom and the 
Democrats” had introduced this “ patent 
medicine” into our government. In con- 
clusion, he denied that he pretended to rep- 
resent the views of the President-élect. 

_ Then Mr. Brosius, as the Chairman of the 
Civil Service committee, had a final word. 
He declared that Mr. Grosvenor’s remarks 

* fiashed the sword in the heart of the Pres- 
ident-elect,”” and read from Mr. McKinley’s 
letter of acceptance his statement that in 
the matter of civil service reform he 
“would take no beckward step.”’

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HOUSE SUBSTITUTES OTTAWA FOR | 
SUPREME COURT SESSIONS. 


Act to Consolidate the Supreme Court 
Amended to the Disadvantage of 
Spring field—House Committees Vote 
te Report Fayvorably the BilLte In- 
crease Salaries of Aldermen and 
Election Commissioners and the 
Anti-Cigaret Bill.. 


, 


Springfield, Ill., Feb. 23.—[Special.}—The 
House today sent to third reading a bill for 
the consolidation of the Supreme Court, and 
making Ottawa the permanent meeting 
place. It by no means follows that the bill 
will go through. The chances are it will be 
beaten now, and the court will travel about 
for a couple of years just as it always has 
done. 

Sixty-six House members went on record in 
favor of Ottawa. Ameng the number were 
nearly all the Cook County men, and a lot of 
folks from Southern Illinois, such men as 
Parrish, Flannigan, and a number of others, 
who, by voting for Ottawa, have veritably 
beaten consolidation. The Cook County 
people voted for it because Chris Mamer 
wanted them to do so. Chris Mamer said 
here last week he would resign the.office of 
Clerk of the Court, a position worth any- 
where from $8,000 to $15,000 a year, in case 
Springfield was selected. 

The Republicans in Northern Illinois think 
exceedingly well of Mr. Mamer, and have 
kept him in office for over twenty years as 
an evidence of their appreciation of his 
services for the party. They gave him of- 
fices good for two. years and offices good for 
four years, and finally they fitted him out 
with one for six years, and a good one it is, 
too. 

Afraid Chris Would Re n. 

They were afraifi he would ign the 
office, so they voted for Ottawa. Bome fit- 
teen of the men who voted for Ottawa will 


vote against the bill when it comes up, on 


third reading. The Ottawa people can claim 
the victory, because while they will notget 
a permanent location of the court they cer- 
tainly have beaten consolidation in Spring- 
field, the thing they were most afraid of. 

Just before the session opened a printed 
letter signed by Simeon P. Shope of Chicago, 
an ex-Judge of the Supreme Court, advocat- 
ing Ottawa as the proper place for the con- 
solidation of the court, was laid on members’ 
desks. 

Mr. Alschuler offered an amendment strik- 
ing out Sec. 5 of the bill and inserting a new 
section providing in substance that appeals 
to the Supreme Court shall be allowed at 
the term at which the judgment is rendered 
and not more than twenty days after the 
date of entry, and providing that the record 
shall be filed in th upreme Court on the 
second day of the succeeding term if thirty 
days shall have intervened. This amend- 
ment was accepted by Mr. Miller and was 
adopted. Some other minor amendments 
were adopted. 

Then Mr. Avery ered an amendment in- 
serting ‘‘ Ottawa” in place of Springfield. 

‘ This was the signal for the beginning of 
the fight, which lasted two hours. Mr, Bry- 
an favored the amendment. 


Bryan Talks for Ottawa. 


‘‘ Ottawa,” he declared, “ig the center of 
the section of the State in which there is 75 
per cent of the law business of the State 
transacted. It is a quieter place than this 
beautiful town of Springfield. It is the place 
in which the Judges all state that théy can 
do more easily the business of the Supremo 
Court than in this capital, where the Legis- 
lature meets and where many other meet- 
ings are held, The accommodations prom- 
ised in Ottawa are better than here in every 
respect. The people, the lawyers of our sec- 
tion, favor this amendment to the bill.” 

Mr. Murray of Sangamon spoke at length 
in opposition to the amendment. 

“We all understand,” said he, “ that the 
location of the Capitol Building of the great 
State of Illinois is as nearly in the center of 
the State as may be necessary for te as- 
sembling of the different departments of our 
government, Here has been the seat of gov- 
ernment for many years. It is good enough 
for the executive branch, it is good enough 
for the legislative branch, and it Seems to me 
that it ought to be: good enough for the 
judicial branch of the State government.”’ 

Continuing, Mr. Murray said that if the 
questions of accessibility were to be consid- 
ered there could be no comparison between 
Ottawa and Springfield. Ottawa had but 
two railroads, while seven converged at 
Springfield. From all parts of the State 
Springfield could be reached.in a few hours. 


Criticises Judge Shope. 


Mr. Murray criticised Judge Shope for 
language used in the letter In behalf of 
Ottawa. Judge Shope had said that ** while 
there is not so much fresco on the ceiling 
of the court-fOom or so many gewgaws to 
attract the attention of the rabble, the 
court-house at Ottawa is sufficiently im- 
posing and commodious.” 

Mr. Murray indignantly asked whether 
gentlemen of the House would accept the. 
language of Judge Shope and haxe their 
constituents, the people who paid the taxes 
of the State and helped erect this Capitol 
building, denominated “.the rabble.”’ 

Mr. Hall of Cook moved to amend the 
amendment by substituting Chicago for 
Ottawa. This was promptly laid on the 
table. 

Mr. Organ spoke in behalf of Mount Ver- 
non. He said the people of Southern TIili- 
nois were entitled to some consideration, 
and if the Supreme Court was to be con- 
solidated at some other place than Mount 
Vernon it shoulé not be taken further north 
than Springfield. It might as well go to 
the Capitol of Missouri or Indiana as to go 
to Ottawa. 

Mr. Sayler spoke against the Ottawa 
amendment. He declared that if the Su- 
preme Court was -to have the confidence of 
the people it must be consolidated so that 
the court would have time to hear the oral 
arguments of the lawyers. 

Mr. Alschuler spoke for Ottawa. He said 
he favored consolidation whether the court 
went to Cairo or Galena. He declared that 
at Springfield the thing which annoyed and 
distracted the Judges was not the crowds 
and conventions which assembled here, but 
the great drove of officeseekers, who would 
besiege the Judges, as they did members 
of pe Legislature, to intercede in their be- 

alf. 

Mr. McEnery spoke in fayor of Ottawa. 

Mr. Needles offered an: endment, sub- 
stituting Mount Vern for Ottawa. On 
motion of Mr. McLauchlan this amendment 
was laid on the table. 


Selby Pleads for Springfield. 


Mr. Selby addressed the House in behalf 
of Springfield. He denied that Springfield 
“~was asking the location of the Supreme 
Court here. The bill had been introtluced by 
a Cook County member. Springfield was 
named in the bill because it was the logical 
place for the location of the Supreme Court. 
He admired the industry und persistency of 
‘the Ottawa lobbyists, who had been here ten 
days, but more than the local interests of a 
single city should decide this question. Ar- 
guments made seemed to indicate that the 
only purpose was to provide accommodations 
for the Judes. He combated this idea, and 
said that t'.e interests of the masses of the 
peopje of che State were of the first im- 
portance, and the mere convenience of the 
Judges was a very small affair. . 

Mr. Avery spoke in behalf of Ottawa. He 
thought that the tendency to solidate 
everything at Springfield should be resisted.

Springfield, Ill, Feb. 23.—[Speciat.]—A 
number of Republican Senators, including 
Anthony, Putnam, and-others, are opposed 
to giving Senator Berry Manifold’s seat.

NEW PLAN TO MAKE ASSESSMENTS 


Senator Dwyer Introduces a Bill Into 
the Legislatuare—Real Estate 
Men Do Not Favor It. 


Sprfnefield, IIL, Feb. 23.—Senator Dwyer 
today introduced a bill into the Senate creat- 
ing a Board of Assessors to be composed of 
three members, who shall be elected by the 
electors of the county, one to be elected for 
a term of three years, one for two years, and 
one for six years. Each Assessor shall file 
a bond in the sum of $20,000 for the faithful 
discharge of his duty. The Board of As- 
sessors shall assess all property except that 
to be assessed by the State Board of Equal- 
ization. Clerks and assistants found to be 
necessary may be employed, the compen- 
gation to be determined.by the board 
of County Commissioners. In Cook County 
the Assessors shall receive a salary of $5,000 
and the clerk’ $3,000 per annum. The board 
shall, between the lst day of September and 
the lst day of April, aasess each tract or Iot 
of land listed for taxation at the cagh value. 
Each county is to be divided into seven as- 
sessment districts. 

{Members of the Real Estate Board are much 
interested in Senator Dwyer'’s assessment bill. 

George Birkhoff Jr., who is tn charge of a similar 
bill originating in the Real Estate Board; objects 
to several features of the Dwyer bill. He said 
yesterday: 

“Any law which provides for the election of 
Assessors, without adequate provision for an ap- 
peal in case of mistake, is &ll wrong. It places the 
matter of assessment in-the hands of politicians, 
a condition which prevails at present and is a 
cause of much of the inequality in assessments. 

‘“* Another objection is that the different sec- 
tions of the city, of course, would be represented 
on the Board of Assessors. The same interesi in 
keeping the assessments down in certain parts of 
the city to the detriment of other sections 
would prevail as now, resulting from the 


+ rivalry of the different Town, Assessors. The bill 


of the Real Estate Board provides that an apse.s- 
ment shall be made every five years and the books 
placed in charge of a Board of Supervisors ap- 
pointed by the Judge of some court from experts 
oh land values, who will pass upon errors froin 
one year’s end to another. This takes the assees- 
ment out of the hands of the politicians."’ 

This is the opinion generally among reali estate 
men, although many say Senator Dwyer's biil ts 
a step in the right direction, but it does not go far

AGREEMENTS WHICH TRUSTS COM- 
PEL DEALERS TU SIGN. 


‘President of the Wholesale Grocers’ 
Association of New York City Is 
Interrogated by the Lexow Commit- 
tee Regarding Sugar, and James B. 
Duke Tells How the Tobacco Trust, 
of Which He Is the Head, Conducts 
Business with the Retailers. 


New York, Feb. 23.—G. Waldo Smith, Pres- 
ident of the Wholesale Grocers’ Association 
of thie city and vicinity, was the first wit- 


ness heard today by the joint legislative 
committee appointed to investigate the ex- 
istence of trusts and monopolies in this state. 
He said that his association, which is not 
incorporated, operates over New Jersey, 
Connecticut, part of Massachusetts, New 
Hampshire, Vermont, and the Hudson as 
far as Poughkeepsie, N. ¥.

Tobacco company, was the next witness, 
The company was organized under the laws 
of New Jersey in 1800. The Allen & Ginter 
company, the company of W, Duke & Sons, 
the Kinney company, and fhe Kimball & 
Goodwin companies of New York and 
zremmeerer were the concerns originally com- 

ed.

GENERAL NEWS FROM NEW YORK. 


Reports of Magistrates Indicate That 
Crime Is Increasing Faster than 
the Population. 


New York, Feb. 28.—[Special.]—It has been 
discovered that New York has grown wick- 
eder in the last ten years. Theannual report 
of the Board of City Magistrates made today 
shows that the population of the city has in- 
creased 33 1-3 per cent in the last ten years, 
while crime has increased more than 50 per 
cent. Nine magistrates tried 112,160 cases, 
held 73,537 defendants, and discharged the 
other 38,623. 

While the total number of arrests for all 
offenses has tncreased 50 per cent, there has 
been an increase of nearly 906 per cent in 
felonies. In 1886 4,171 persons were charged 
with felony. In 1896 the felonies reached 
7,021. Of this number the female prisoners 
more than kept pace with the general aver- 
age, increasing from 412 in 1886 to 722 in 1896. 

Seventy-two women tried suicide in 1806, 
while only 25 did it in 1886. The increase of 
attempted suicides among the males was 
from 64 in 1886 to 147 in 1896. Ten years ago 
eight female burglars were captured. Last 
year the number was 16. Last year 1,219 
males were charged with burglary, against 
697 in 1886. 

Under ‘‘ homicides ”’ woman reached the 
limit in 1895, when 19 cases of murder were 
charged to her account. Last year she was 
charged with 10 cases, against 168 by men. 
In 1886 8 women and 106 men were arraigned 
for ** homicide.”’ 


Mme. Callias Again in Gotham. 


Among the arrivals on the St. Paul on 
Monday was Mme. Callias, formerly Mrs. 
P. T. Barnum, who returns to this country 
for the second time a widow, After a year 
of married life spent abroad Mme. Callias 
had scarcely arrived in America fora visit 
when she was urgently summoned to the 
bedside of her husband, then seriously ill 
in Constantinople. Demetrius Callias Bey 
expired before his wife reached Southamp- 
ton. Mme. Callias is stopping at the Plaza, 
feeling the ill effects of an unusually rough 
passage. She will remain in New York in- 
definitely.

[CALL FOR SILVER MEN. 


| CONFPRENCE HELD AT TELLER’s 


HOME IN WASHINGTON. 


Senators and Representatives Who 

Advocate the Cause of the White 

_ Metal Issue an Address to the Silver 

Republicans, Calling on Them to 

Organize—Declare That the Issue (s 

Paramount and All Others Must 
Wait—Provisional Committee. 


> 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 23.~The following 
address was issued today by the silver Sera- 
tors and Representatives as the result of a 
meeting held at Senator Teller’s house last 
night for organization of the Silver Repub- 
lican party: * . 

“To the Silver Republicans of the United 
States: There could not be a better illustra- 
tion of the great law by which in free gov- 
ernments the rise, progress, and decline of 
parties are determined than that afforded 
by recent and present political developments 
in the United States. Political parties are 
practical instruments for executing the will 
of the people in respect to principles and 
policies of government. They therefore 
should represent and respond to public opin- 
ion in its attitude toward the problems which 
the experience of the Nation from time to 
time brings forward for solution. It is not 
parties that make issues, but it is issues 
that make parties. 

“ For years events have been forcing upon 
the country, with ever-increasing definite- 
ness and emphasis, the necessity of reform 
in our monetary system, as respects both 
the coinage of metallic money and the regu- 
lation and control of creditcurrency. Under 
stress of experience and consequent investi- 
gation opinions have been gradually crystal- 
izing. In this process the line of cleavage 
has paid little regard to previously existing 
party demarcations, and today the most 
careless observer cannot fail to see that the 
genius of the Nation is approaching a settle- 
ment of this momentous controversy 
through the agency of political instruments 
now being fashioned to its hand. 

“In the history of these formative events 
the so-called silver Republicans have taken 
an important part and discharged a neces- 
sary function. In doing so they have not 
surrendered their convictions on certain 
other great principles of political economy 
and government; but they realize that those 
principles are not capable of successful ap- 
plication under present monetary condi- 
tions. 

“They believe, therefore, that the ade- 
quate treatment of all other issues must 
await the correct decision of the dominant 
one thus presented. In this spirit they co- 
operated with the organized forces of bimet- 
allism in the last campaign. Every consid- 
eration of patriotism and expediency seems 
to counsel a continuation of that policy. 

* Silver Republicans lieve themselves to 
be in harmony with the ériginal spirit of the 
old Republican party, and they claim a 
property in its great name and _ glorious 
traditions, justified by the splendid services 
and sanctified by the sacred memories of the 
time when that party embodied the aspira- 
tions and spoke the purposes of the great 
masses of the American people. That party 
was born in answer to the cry for a cham- 
pion of liberty. Its early words were words 
of comfort and assurance to the oppressed. 
Its great deeds, by which it will hereafter 
live in history, were deeds of patriotism. Its 
policies professed above all things to hold 
dear the safety and welfare of the American 
people as against the rest of the world. 

** The silver Republicans cannot forget that 
history. They cannot today follow those 
who have usurped the dominion of that 
party into a shameless abandonment of 
American interests and the tyranny of an 
alHen money system. They believe that the 
duty of the hour demands that they main- 
tain their identity and perfect their organ- 
ization. 

‘‘ Circumstances have sometimes in the 

t thrust upon the undersigned responsi- 
fiities on behalf of silver Republicans 
which, in the absence of formal organiza- 
tion, we have felt warranted in assuming. 
Recently, moreover, we have been receiving 
a vast number of anxious inquiries from 
various parts of the country upon the ques- 
tion of party policy and requesting us to 
give some definite direction thereto. These 
communications exhibit a surprising and 
gratifying unanimity in sentiment and plan. 

“ Responding to these earnest sugges- 
tions, and at the same time expressing our 
own deliberate ae we urge upon the 
silver Republicané of the United States, and 
upon all citizens of whatsoever previous 
party association, who are willing to co- 
operate with us in political action until the 
great monetary fesue is settled, and settled 
right, that immediate steps be taken to per- 
fect organizations in the various Statcs and 
Territories, to the end that thereafter a 
national convention may be held for the, pur- 
pose of making an authoritative pronounce- 
ment to the country and effecting a na- 
tional organization. As soon as possible 
each of the States and Territories should 
designate a member of the Provisional Na- 
tional committee of the silver Republican 
party, which committee will have charge of 
the calling of the national convention and of 
all matters preliminary thereto. 

“ Meantime, we have taken the liberty of 
naming Charles A. Towne of Minnesota 
as Chairman of said Provisional National 
committee, whose official address for the 
present will be the City of Washington, and 
to whom all communications should be sent. 

“The Provisional National Committee is 
hereby called to meet in executive session 
at the City of Chicago, at a place to be 
seasonably announced by the Chairman, on 
Tuesday, the 8th day of June, 1897.

Tum Italian Premier finds himself con- 
siderably embarrassed by the decision of a 
tribunal over which he presides. The Pre- 
mier has been known best to the world as 
the Marquis di Rudini, and in his official 
capacity serve’ at the head of the Heraldic 
committee “which adjudicatées the claims 
of all persons of nobié birth.” One of the 
latest cases to be considered by this body 
was that of its chief, and, after weighing all 
the evidence, it was determined that the 
“Premier had not sufficient documentary 
evidence to prove his right to the title of 
Marquis di Rudini.” The immediate effect 
of this decision will be to restore to him the 
name of Antonio Starabba, and it may re- 
sult in forcing him from the Premiership. 
This episode is certainly a striking com- 
mentary on the “ pull” of the Italian Pre- 
mier, when even as the chief of the judicial 
tribunal he was unable to save his own 
title, 


POWERS SPEAK OUT ON THE CRETAN 
QUESTION. 

The powers are beginning to feel the 
weight of public sentiment regarding the 
Cretan trouble and have been sore pressed 
tosupply adequate explanations of the firing 
by the warships on the Greek camp near 
Canea in defense of the Turkish forts. The 
people cannot be made to realize that any 
diplomatic expediency would warrant this 
open defense of the Turk, and in England, 
especially, there is a feeling of intense in- 
dignation that British guns should have 
been prostituted to this base usage. There 
was a lively session of the House of Com- 
mons when the question came up, and the 
government was raked over the coals for its 
share in the outrage. The liberal senti- 
ment and the sentiment of the great mass 
of the English’ people was reflected in the 
utterance of Sir William Vernon Harcourt: 

What is the interposition of England? Why 
are we in Crete? What are. we doing there? The 
only policy worthy of the Government of En- 
giand is to detach Crete from Turkish rule. Pub- 
lic opinion is shocked at England appearing as 
the active opponent of the Greeks. The bortm- 
bardment has placed England in a false posi- 
tion in the eyes of the world. I protest that 
Great Britain should not take up arms against 
a people fighting for freedom. 

‘Phe government made buta sorry attempt 
to get out of the dilemma, protesting only 
that although the bombardment was to be 
regretted it was a necessity, that the in- 
surgents could not be allowed to place guns 
where-they commanded a town occupied by 
foreign marines, and that the powers did 
not intend to delegate to the Greek troops 
the duty of keeping order in the interior 
island. 

The real significance of. these explana- 
tions and the episode that evoked them is 
contained in the fact that they indicate be- 
yond doubt the determination, of the pow- 


-ers to refuse the desired union of Greece 


and Crete. If it were the purpose of the 
European governments to permit this al- 
liance they never would have gone so far 
as to risk arousing public condemnation of 
their policy by using their warships to aid 
the Turks. 

The scene in the Chamber of Deputies at 
Paris was practically a reproduction of that 
in the English Commons, excepting that 
Minister of Foreign Affairs Hanctaux made 
a more extended explanation of the policy 
of the powers. Hedeclared tnat it was nec- 
essary to preserve the European concert as 
the only means of averting an Eastern con- 
flagration and “ restraining individual am- 
bitions threatening the integrity of the 


Turkish Empire, which if touched at any, 


point would break up, producing a general 
war, the end of which nobody could fore- 
tell.” Regarding this European concert as 
applied to Greece, he added: 


Greece having by her rashness risked a general 
war, Europe has the right to intervene and 
check these dangerous pretensions. The presence 
of the fleets of the powers gives assurance that 
Crete would mever return to direct Turkish ad- 
ministration and that no power could take isv- 
lated action to the detriment of another. Turkey 
would recognize that her own safety depends upcn 
the acceptance of the powers’ scheme of adminis- 
trative feform for her provinces, 


This seems to justify the theory that a 
form of autonomous government will be 
granted to Crete, and that is probably what 
the powers have determined upon. Strong 
intimation to the same effect was given by 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs at* Berlin 
in this statement: 


The work of pacifying Crete, undertaken by the 
powers in the most earnest spirit, is threatened 
by the action of Greece, which is contrary to in- 
ternational law. The reports which I have re- 
ceived show that the landing of the Greek troops, 
tnstead of pacifying the isiand, has led to steadily 
growing anarchy. This circumstance constitutes 
in itself, and in its reaction on other nations. a 
great danger to peace. To avert this is the next 
task. This will include a definite settlement of 
the affairs of ‘Crete and granting the just de- 
mands of the Christians, which can be done with- 
out encroaching upon the integrity of Turkey. 


Thus we have the authorized mouthpieces 
of the governments of England, France, 
and Germany declaring positively that 
Greece’s. project of conquest or union will 
not be sustained, and that the best Crete 
can have is autonomy of a kind that will not 
seriously affect the Turkish dominion. 
This ought to settle the vexed question of 
what the bowers will do with Crete. 


HAS CONSUL-GENERAL LEE RESIGNED?! 

The report that Consul-General Lee has 
resigned his post at Havana may or may not 
be true, as will be developed in time, but the 
reasons given for this action in the dispatch 
from Cuba that announced it certainly seem 
to justify a deep disgust for government in- 
difference at Washington if not his right to 
throw up his responsible place at this crit- 
ical time. 

The diplomatic obligations under which 
Gen. Lee rests prevent him from speaking 
eut boldly against the Spanish butchers in 
Cuba, even if he were disposed so to speak, 
but there can be no doubt that his opinions 
bave been reflected accurately in the dis- 


| patches of the special correspondents whwu 


have talked with him in Hayana. He ap- 
pears to have felt keenly the indignities that 
have been heaped upon American citizens, 
and with no definite government backing he 
has been powerless to change these condi- 
tions, which have ail been twisted into a 
semblance of observance of treaty righis. 
He has been forced to see his own country- 
men cast into vile, disease-ridden prisons 
and subjected to the worst forms of torture, 
all in the name of international law, and his 
ive Been autweiged by the snoth mie 
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longer endure the spectacle of Spanish bru- | 


tality with his hands tied by his government, 
is assigned as the cause of elgg mace 
termination to: leave the island y 
Gen. Lee would be condemned for taking 
such a course at this time, even if it were 
his wish, but it cannot be denied that the 
position of Consul-General is a trying one 
when subjected to so many calls on his 
sympathy and humanity. President Cleve- 
land’s Cuban policy has been un-American 
from the first and opposed to the sentiment 
of a vast majority of the people. In his 
stubborn purpose to stick to it to the end and 
avoid inconsistency he has been willing to 
pass over even the murder of American 
citizens without an effective protest.* The 
strain is especially severe at present, when 
the whole world knows of this last most 
conspicuous case of insult to the Nation. 


DR. CRANE’S STELLAR THEORY. 

The Rev. Dr. Frank Orane has advanced 
the interesting hypothesis: “ Why is it not 
probable that God is using the earth as a 
breeding ground from which to populate the 
universe?’ Dr. Crane is a Methodist min- 
ister in good standing, and if he can soar 
away into these fantastic speculations in a 
meeting of his brethren, with their acquies- 
cence if not approval, certainly Tue TRis- 
UNE is justified in following the doctor at 

a respectful distance in the consideration of 
the same subject, The universe, according 
to the old idea, used to mean practically all 
that space in the heavens which could be 
discerned with the naked eye. The earth 
was held to be the center of this system, 
the sum and all the other heavenly bodies 
using it as a sort of base of supplies and 
circulating around it. But the earth was 
the only really important member of the 


group, the rest being supplied chiefly for, 


spectacular effect. / 

This theory withstood the mental ad- 
vancement of centuries, and lasted from the 
time man first began to observe anything 
with clearness down to within comparative- 
ly a few years. Science then stepped iu and 
began to modify the views of educated men 
in spite, however, of continuous church 
opposition. These modifications grew in 
scépe until at the present time we can call 
the universe all that comes within the 
range of our most powerful telescopes and 
all beyond to an infinite distance. We know 
now that instead of there being only one 
sun there are uncounted solar systems and 
millions of stars, and that the earth, in- 
stead of being the central figure in a single 
system, is only an insignificant adjunct of 
one of countless’systems. Our views of the 
universe, therefore, have enlarged enor® 
mously, and our views of the importance of 
the earth have correspondingly diminished. 

It is necessary to reflect on this enlight- 
ened view of the physical insignificance of 
the earth in order to appreciate thoroughly 
the suggestion of Dr. Crane that, after all, 
we are the supply depot for the universe, 
and that the mundane sphere is engaged 
chiefly in bringing souls into a bodily ex- 
istence and then killing them off in order to 
provide occupation for the census-takers 
in stars. 

The proposition is a bold one, and it is 
altogether probable that scientists will look 
on it from a cold-blooded, dispassionate, 
unimaginative standpoint, and will not be 
disposed to accept it. If the stars are de- 
pending exclusively on the earth for their 
supplies of souls how long will it be befgre 
their needs are satisfied? Dr. Crane es- 
timates the daily output from the earth at 
50,000, but these would be practically lost 
in a distribution among the countless mill- 
ions of stars. For all that mortal man 
knows there may be 500,000,000 stars. If 


so, at the present rate of supply one star_ 


would get only one soul in about thirty 
years. 

Even if it be admitted that death began 
at an exceedingly remote period, man seems 
to have been set at a practically endless job 
in attempting to supply souls for the stars. 

It must be remembered also that the 
character of man has been changing ma- 
terially from those early days. For many 
centuries man was little better than the 


? monkey from which some scientists allege 


he sprung. He was far from a prepossess- 
ing creature and not at all the kind of in- 
dividua! one would expect to send away to 
the stars. It seems probable also that the 
stars would have refused to accept those 
early specimens of the species, and even 
though they were arriving in small quanti- 
ties would have protected themselves by 
some kind of anti-immigration legislation 
of the star-chamber variety. Moreover, of 
the 50,000 who die daily about one-half are 
infants, with necessarily undeveloped and 
unexpanded intellects, and many others are 
dotards, grown old and bereft of their wits. 
Are these the sort of souls that should be 
dropped upon the stars? 

Another point to be considered is that 
those stars which we see and many which 
we do not see are suns, blazing with heat 
a thousand times more intense than any 
degree of heat that it is possible to obtain on 
earth. Are these seething volcanoes to re- 
ceive some of these souls which leave the 
earth daily, or are only some of the bad 
souls to basent there and the good souls to 
be dispatched to the satellites of these suns 
where the conditions are not so hot? It 
seems rather hard to take these souls and 
throw some of them into the burning pit— 
for that is all it would amount to—and theh 
to send some others to more comfortable 
quarters, Is their future destiny to be 
governed by what they did on earth, in 
case they did anything, or are they to be dis- 
tributed around indiscriminately among the 
stars which happen to be short of popula- 
tion? 

These are some of the questions which the 
Rev. Dr. Crane failed to discuss, and yet 
they -are essential to the hypothesis. He 
ought to have gone more into detail with 
his interesting proposition, and if possible 
bolstered it up with facts to supportit. If 
he could not find any facts to support it he 
ought to have left the subject alone and con- 
fined his discourse to some time-honored 
hypothesis which he might be supposed to 
know more about. 


SUPREME COURT CONSOLIDATION. 

Yesterday the House had up the bill to 
fix the Supreme Court at Springfield. By 
a close vote an amendment was adopted sub- 
stituting Ottawa for Springfield, It ia 
stated that one of the causes which contrib- 
uted to this unexpected action was the state- 
ment that Ottawa isthe center of 75 per cent 
of the Supreme Court business. Another 
was the cry that Springfield had many 
“State institutions” and Ottawa would 
have none if the Suprente Court ceased hold- 
ing sessions there. 

It is not impossible that the success of the 
amendment will defeat the entire consolida- 
tion scheme, and undoubtedly that was what 
several rahe voted for the amendment had | 
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capitai is very inconvenlently located. That 
is not true as to Springfield, which is central- 
ly situated. It is easy of access and is in 
many respects a much better place for hold- 
ing court than Ottawa. The fact that the 
latter will not have a “ State institution ” if 
it loses its one-third share in the Supreme 
Court should cut no figure whatever in the 
matter. 

It is most desirable that the court should 
be consolidated, but if this malapropos 
amendment is adhered to the probabilities 
are that the Supreme Court Judges will con- 
tinue to wander from Ottawa to Springfield 
and from there to Mount Vernon. ys 


FREE SILVER AND OBSCENE LITERA- 
TURE, 

An “extraordinary mass-meeting ” was 
held at the Battery D Armory on Sunday 
afternoon. The object was to take some 
action to.prevent the imprisonment of Mr. 
Dunlop, who has been sentenced by a United 
States court to two yearsin the penitentiary 
for printing obscene advertisements and 
sending them through the mails. A resolu- 
tion was adopted calling upon William J. 
Bryan to intercede with President-elect Mc- 
Kinley to obtain a pardon for Dunlop. 

It may be asked with reason what Bryan 
has to do with the mafter. Why should a 
defeated candidate for the. Presidency, who 
lives in Nebraska, be called on to intercede 
for the publisher of a Chicago paper who 
has been found guilty of circulating indecent 
literature? ‘ 

The explanation of the adoption of this 
curious resolution is given by the statement 
of the Chairman of the meeting, a man 
named Burke, who is Secretary of the Cook 
County Democratic Central committee. . He 
stated that— ! 

Mr. Dunlop was not persecuted nor prosecuted 
‘or anything that he has done in the way of illexe! 
advertising, but he was persecuted and prosecuted 
from personal motives and for no other reason 
than for the. active part he took in the interests 
of William J. Bryan last fall. 

There were some women and children 
present, It is not strange that they should 
swallow this yarn. But the wirepullers 
who managed the meeting knew that 
Burke’s statement wasuntrue. There could 
not have been one person among the idle 
mob of men -gaéhered at the armory who 
would not have seen at once, had he stopped 
to think, that what Burke stated was ab- 


_surd. 


For who except a hopeless ignoramus 
eould have failed to remember that Dunlop 
was convicted more than a year ago and was 
indicted some months before he was tried? 
He was convicted five months before the 
Democratic convention met in Chicago and 
indorsed free silver and nominated Bryan. 

At the time the jury returned a verdict 
against Dunlop Bryan was still an obscure, 
unsuccessful lawyer in Nebraska, who had 
once been a Democrat, but had gonevover to 
the Popuiists. In February last the fusion 
which was'to take place between Populists 
and Democrats was undreamed of by the 
politicians. Certainly the jurors who found 
Dunlop guilty could not have known what 
was going to happen, to the surprise of the 
public, a few months later. 

There was a small cloud on the horizon, 
no bigger than a rmhan’s hafid, a year ago. 
It developed later into a portentous storm. 
But before that small cloud appeared Dun- 
lop had been indicted. The grand jurors 
must have been able to read the future if 
they indicted Dunlop for supporting Bryan 
ata time when no one dreamed of Bryan as 
a candidate. 

It is true that Dunlop's paper did support 
Bryan, but that support) was paid for, wnd 
therefore Dunlop has no claim on Bryan or 
the frea silverites. He offered his paper to 
the Republicans for a price. ‘Chey declined 
the offer. They did not want it on any 
terms. The Democrats were iess fastid- 
ious. They bought from him daily twenty- 
five or thirty thousand copies of his paper 
and sent them broadcast on account of the 
free silver literature he agreed to publish. 

These being the facts, the action taken by 
the mass-meeting, or rather by the men who 
ran it, was singularly illogical. They can- 
not expect Bryan will go to McKinley and 
ask for Dunlop’s pardon on the‘ground that 
the latter is a persecuted free silverite. 
Bryan knows better. 

The logical course for Dunlop to have pur- 
sued was radically different from that he 
adopted. He could have stated to the mass- 
meeting that’ the punishment he was to 
undergo was too severe for the offense. He 
could have minimized the magnitude of the 
latter and magnified the harshness of the 
penalty. Had he been able to convince his 
hearers thet such was the case they would 
have signed a petition asking President 
Cleveland to pardon Dunioj} a brother 
Democrat, or commute his sentence. 

Or Dunlop could have informed: his hear- 
ers that he was the possessor of a contrite 
and bleeding heart, that he recognized at 
last the enormity of his offense, repented of 
it deeply, and would go and sin no more if 
given another chance. Such a plea as this, 
accompanied by tears and groans, would 
have worked on the feelings of spectators 
and they would have signed his petition. ©

While we hold and will maintain the foregoing 
well-known principles of the People's party, we 
nevertheless perceive that the dominant issue of

Leaders Plan to Have the Coming City 
Convention Pledge Support for Mu- 
micipal Legislation te That End— 
Congressman Lorimer Visits 
Springfleld and Confers with Gov. 
Tanner and the Republican Steer- 
ing Committee. 


Springfield, IiL, Feb. 28.—[Special.P—At 9 
o'clock tonight Jamieson and Lorimer re- 
turned from the mansion, where they had 


- been in consultation with Gov. Tanner. They 


went direct to the Leland Hotel, where they 
met Speaker Curtis and the Republican 
steering committee of the House in private 
consultation. 

Lorimer, it ie understood, had urged upon 
Gov. Panner the absolute necessity of the 
Republicans in the coming city convention 
to be held in Chicago om Friday of this week 
to take some action on the department store 
question. They had told Tanner, it is said, 
that the Republicans in Chicago were ready 
to do this thing. 

They said they had control of the conven- 
tion to such an extent that they could easily 
put through a resolution pledging the e@d- 
ministration, if the Republicans elect-their 
city ticket, to support local legislation look- 
ing toward the abolition, or rather the cur- 
tailment, of department stores. 

While they held the convention well in 
hand and had’no doubt what they could do 
with it, they wanted some help from Spring- 
field, They expected the Legislature to take 
up the matter and in some way lend aid to 
the Republican pairrty in Chicago on this 
great question. 

It is understood they got Tanner’s pledge 
of codperation and then they came over to 
the Leland to meet with the Republican 
steering committee of the House. All this 
ground and more, too, was traveled over time 
and again. Their meeting was intended to 
be a secret one, but they talked so long and 
they talked so loud that everybody in the 
new hotel knew what was going om The 
men down in the rotunda were thoroughly 
conversant with the situation, and the hall 
near by the rooms where the caucus was 
being held was filled with people who could 
hear every word that was spoken. 

The parties present agreed that a caucus 
of the Republican members of the House 
should be held tomorrow morning for the 
purpose of pledging the party if possible to 
the support of a pill regulating department 
stores. Them the caucus broke up. The 
members looked exceedingly wise as they 
slipped out of the rooms one by one, but there 
was not a man in and around the Leland 
who did not know the events of the night. 

Two years ago there ‘was a lot of this de- 
partment store legislation down here. Sen- 
ator Moses Salomon introduced a bill and an 
investigation was had into the workings of 
these large institutions. Frank H. Cooper of 
the firm of Siegel, Cooper & Co., refused to 
answer certain questions propounded to him 
by the committee and Moses Salomon, aided 
by others, made a determined effort to pun- 
ish him for contempt. 

The Senate, however, held that it had no 
right to investigate into the private matters 
of this or any other company or firm. Coop- 
er was discharged, but Salomon fought 
for the bills to the very finish of the session. 
He got them through the Senate and over 
into the House, where they died on third 
reading the last day of the session. Salo- 
mon has now been retained as the attorney 
for the Retail Dealers’ Association, which is 
fighting department stores. 


PLAN OF CAMPAIGN ON BIG STORES. 


Preamble and Platform to Be Submit- 
ted to the Business-Men’s Con- 
vention for Approval. 


The Cook County Business-Men’s Associa- 
tion will meet at the Sherman House at 2 
o’clock tomorrow afternoon to act upon the 
platform, constitution, and by-laws which 
will be submitted by the committee com- 
posed of J. B. Galloway, Dr. A. E. Ebert, W. 
H. Durant, B. Woodward, and M. J. Murray. 
The committee’s work will be finished today. 

The preamble has been agreed upon, and 
so have the main features of the constitu- 
tion and by-laws. 

Text of the Preamble. 

The preamble follows: 

** Whereas, There is In this community a 
widespread and general depression in busi- 
ness and industrial circles caused by the 
maintenance of large department stores, 
where are employed thousands of minors of 
both sexes, thus displacing adult employés, 
and where adults are employed their wages, 
as a general rule, are insufficient to main- 
tain them decently; and such establishments, 
compared with non-department stores, re- 
quire and make more demand on the police, 
fire, and other municipal aids, while, at the 
same time, they fail to pay their just, fair, 
and equal burdens of maintaining the city, 
county ,and State; and such establishments, 
by massing fifty and more classes of goods 
under one management and control, are 
enabled to advertise goods, wares, and mer- 
chandise in such a manmer as to operate un- 
fairly and unjustly against single line mer- 
chants, and are further enabled at times to 
perpetrate fraud by false and misleading 
representation in such a manner as to de- 
ceive the public. 

Summary of Wrongs. 

* All of which acts are calculated and do 
tend to paralyze business of merchants and 
manufacturers, pauperize labor, cause busi- 
ness and residence property to become va- 
cant, and thereby dissipate personal prop- 
erty which otherwise would be taxable, as 
well as depreciate the value of real estate 
for purposes of taxation and make the bur; 
dens of government heavier on the many for 
the benefit of the few. 

“ Whereas, Said acts affect government 
itself, employers and employés, manufact- 
urers and mechanics, as well as the mer- 
chants and the people at large, we believe 
that a united effort must be made to secure 
legislation to do away with the evil effects 
of department stores, and we therefore in- 
vite the codperation of all organizations and 
persons, and to effectually carry out the 
purpose comtemplated we have formulated 
and do adopt the following platform, consti- 
tution, and by-laws.”’ 

Planks in the Platform, 

The platform, which the meeting tomorrow 
will be asked to adopt, reads as follows: 

“This organization aims to impress upon 
its members the necessity of concentrated 
codperation in repressing the evils of de- 
partment stores and others of like character 
which may arise by agitation, education, 
and legislation, and thereby promote the 
general welfare of the people.”’ 

The constitution provides for a Board of 
Directors composed of one member from 
each subordinate association which sends 
delegates to the central body. The directors 
will name an Executive committee of seven, 
of which the President, Recording Secretary, 
Treasurer, and Counselor shall be members 
ex-officio. 

The Schwab bill, now before the Assem- 
bly, will probably be attacked by some dele- 
gates at tomorrow’s meeting. Mr. Galloway 
favors the drawing up of.a bill that will go 
directly to the suppressing of the depart- 
ment store. Others will objeet to the classi- 
fication of merchandise, as now printed in 
the bill. The classification ta the work of 
the North Side Business-Men’s Association. 

President Gillmann has invited all wom- 
en’s clubs_and organizations in sympathy 
with the crusade against department stores 
to send three delegates each to the meeting. 
The labor unions expect to send many dele- 


tes.

Harry Miller Arrested. 


The one man arrested was Harry Miller.

District at No. 1281 Clark street, and to have 
gone thence to the Seventh District, No. 25 
Evanston avenue, at which polling place he 
gave the name of Dr. Edward Costin, a mem- 
ber of the medical staff of the Pratt San- 
itarium, at No. 1738 Diversey avenue. Be- 
fore the police finally finished doing business 
with him he gave two other addresses as his 
residence, Nos, 1500 Diversey and 1427 Grace- 
land avenues. The latter address appeared 
on the bail bond, which was signed before 
Justice Bonnefoi by M. W. Lamson of No.

Three repeaters also attempted to vote in

One of the schemes was the boarding up of 
voting booths, This boarding process was 
attempted at No. 23 Evanston avenue, but 
the machine men were told there would be 
all kinds of trouble if an attempt at star 
chamber work was persisted in.

PHOENIX HALL MEETING BROKEN UP. 


Twenty-third Ward League, in Pres- 
ence of Foes, Thinks Diseretion 
the Better Part of Valor. 


Fearing a repetition of the scenes of Mon- 
day night, at No. 206 Townsend street, in 
which several of the members of the Twenty- 
third Ward Republican League were sub- 
jected to personal violence, the officers of 
the club indefinitely postponed the mass- 
meeting which had been called for Pheonix 
Hall, No. 324 East Division street, last night, 
to @mrotest “ against the gerrymander of the 
ward for the coming primaries.” 

At 8 o'clock, the hour set for the meeting, 
the members of the club found the hall 
packed with members of the regular Twen- 
ty-third Ward Republican club and followers 
of John A. Linn, Clerk of the Superior 
Court. President A. Peterson of the league 
had been warned of the plan of the opposing 
faction to break up the meeting, and had in 
his possession one of the postal cards which 
had been sent out, it was said, by the fol- 
lowing of Linn. 

The call was as follows: “* You are earnest- 
ly requested to attend a mass-meeting to 
be held at Phoenix Hall, No. 324 East Divis- 
ion street, tonight at 8 o'clock, to protest 
against the attempt of ex-Ald. John A. Lar- 
son, who is again trying to break into the 
City Council, in spite of theshameful record 
he made in former years.’’ This éall was 
signed by the Executive committee of the 
club, and had the effect of bringing together 
a large crowd of Linn followers. 

Market street was well represented. The 
President of the léague had not arrived, but 
the crowd impatiently demanded that the 
meeting be called to order. 

When President Peterson arrived he or- 
dered that the assembly be dismissed. When 
this information was carried back ‘to the 
crowd it cheered wildly and filed out of the 
hall. Seven policemen had been detailed for 
duty at the hall, but these were considered 
inadequate to prevent a repetition of hos- 
tilities. 

The hostile club then assembled at its 
own headquarters, No. 120 Sedgwick street, 
and planned further work for its candidates. 

The gerrymander which is the chief ob- 
ject of contention is said to have been made 
under the special direction of the Repub- 
ican club. The First and Fifth Precincts 
come in for most of the complaint. 


HUNTER MURDER SUSPECT RELEASED. 


Jacob Gohlman, in Jail for Eighteen 
Months, Freed Because a Needed 
Witness Is in Prison. 


Jacob Gohiman was released from jail yes- 
terday, where he had been for eighteen 
thonths' on a charge of being implicated in 
the murder of BE. R. Hunter, who was killed 
with a brick in his office at the Stock-Yards 
April 12, 1895. 

Some weeks after the murder the police 
arrested Jacob Gohlman, alias Goldman, 
alias Frank Nelson. As a result of an al- 
leged confession obtained from him indict- 
ments were procured against Frank Will- 
jams, Frank E. Lovell, John Bates, and 
Gohiman. Lovell, who is a stock buyer at 
Carroliton, Mo., was arrested and released 
on $10,000 bonds. Afterward the case against 
him was dismissed. Wiliams escaped, and 
is now somewhere in uisiana. Bates is 
serving a term in the Joliet penitentiary, and 
it was the inability of the prosecution to get 
him as a witness which caused the discharge 
of Gohliman yesterday in Judge Neely’s 
court. 

Bates said he, Gohiman, and Williams 
went to Hunter’s office to assault andfwhip 
the stock buyer. They were hired to do this 
by business rivals. Bates said he and com- 
rades were paid $216 for the job. It was not 
the intention to kill Hunter, but they hit him 
too hard, and he died. 

Gohiman denied that he was present when 
Hunter was killed. 

Lieut. Healy and State’s-Attorney Deneen 
will continue to work on the case until Bates 
gets out of prison next September. 


GEORGE FRANK KILLED IN HIS SHOP. 


Candy Manufacturer Struck by a Fly- 
wheel and So Injured That He 
Dies in Ten Minutes. 


While looking over some machinery in the 
basement of the George Frank & Co. candy 
factory, La Salle avenue and Ontario street, 
yesterday, George Frank, senior member 
or the firm, was killed. He was with EB. H. 
Wachs, a machinist, examining some shaft- 
ing, when he was struck on the head bya fly 
wheel, knocked down, and rolled under the 
wheel, The engineer at once stopped the 
machinery. 

George Smith, foreman of the chocolate 
plant, removed the body from under the 
wheel.”

MGREE ON THE NINE-FOOT SEWERS. 


Mayor Swift and tlhe Special Commit- 
tee Will Sabmit a Formal Recom- 
mendation to the Council. 


Mayor Swift and the special Council com- 
mittee .on pure water yesterday decided to 
recommend to the Council the minority re- 
port of the commission of experts for @ sys- 
tem of intercepting sewers to keep the sew- 
age out of the lake. The minority report 
provides for nine-foot sewers, while the 
majority report recommended fhe use of 


 twelve-foot sewers. The difference in the 


size of the sewers means a saving to the 
city of nearly $1,000,000. 

Engineer Artingstall declared to the Mayor 
that nine-foot sewers were large enough to 
carry off the sewage and rainfall, and pointed 
out the great saving in cost. 

Engineer Lyman E, Cooley agreed with the 
views expressed by Engineer Artingstall, 
and signed the minority report. 

Commissioner of Public Works Downey, 
who at first signed the majority report, yes- 
terday went over to the minority side, and 
declared himself in favor of the smalier 
seWers. 

The estimaited- cost of the system with 
twelve-foot sewers is $3,391,757; with nine- 
foot sewers, $2,500,000 

The two reports agree as regards every 
other essential detail of the system. 

The committee agreed with the Mayor 
that it would be best to have the money to 
pay for the improvement taken out of the 
surplus in the water fund. J 

ayor Swift said that after the Northwest 
water tunnel and its cribs and pumping sta- 
tions had been paid for there would still be 
left a balance in the water fund of something 
like $700,000 on Jan. 1, 1898. At the close of 
next year the Mayor figures there would be 
a balance of over $1,500,000 in the water 
fund available for building the intercepting 
sewers. Experts say the system can be 
completed within three years. 

Mayor Swift said: “ There is no longer 
any legal question as to the authority of 
the city to use the surplus in the water fund 
for building the system of inter ing sew- 
ers. The improvement is designed to purify 
our drinking water supply, and the law ex- 
plicitly states that the water fund is avail- 
able for any such purpose. There would be 
ample money in the water fund each year to 
meet the annual expenses incurred by carry- 
ing out the improvement.” 

Engineer Artingstall and Corporation 
Counsel Beale were instructed to draw up a 
report for the committee, recommending 
that nine-foot sewers be used in the con- 
struction of the system. This report will be 
submitted to the Council, and that body 
asked to concur in its recommendations.

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REVIVING TRADE AN AID TO CHARITY. 


Chieago Bureau Believes the Crisis of 
Destitution Is Passed and That 
Better Times Are Near. 


> 


If the pulse ofindustry is accurately meas- 
ured by the indications which are coming to 
the Bureau of Charities Chicago is entering 
on a period of trade revival and better em- 
ployment of its laboring clasves. . 

At a meeting of the Board of Directors of 
the Bureau of Charities im the Palmer House 
yesterday afternoon most encouraging re- 
ports ‘were received from thé various dis- 
tricts and evidence was furnished that the 
conditions of suffering and destitution so 
prevalent in the city a fortnight ago are rap- 
idly abating. 

The Police Department stopped furnishing 
aid and supplies two days ago, but it is not 
believed the cessation of relief from this 
quarter will necessitate much extra effort 
on the part of the charitable organizations. 

“The crisis seems to have passed,” sald 
Supt. Ayres at the meeting, * and conditions 
are now easing up in a most hepeful fagh- 
ion. The calls for charity are still urgent 
and numerous, but it is plain that they are 
decreasing in number. The reason is that 
the opportunities for work in this city are 
bec more abundant. The collapse of 
the eteel pool and the impetus now given to 
iron manufacture in the filling of large or- 
ders is greatly helping things along. 

“Our bank of , like a bank of 
commerce, keeps in close touch with in- 
dustry, and we know from our experience 
within the last few days that many of the 
destitute have been successful at last in 
obtaining work. If these cases furnish a 
criterion of general conditions, the situati 
is certainly full of brighter prospects.”’ 

The reports read at the meeting show 
that 400 volunteers from Chicago well-to-do 
families had been paying visits of mercy 
and help to those suffering from hunger and

This was built 
at a cost approximating $400,000, and the 
plan is to form a new company under the 
laws of England, issue bonds to the amount 
of $400,000, or for the cost of the plant, and 
to issue stock, one-half of which, with the 
bonds, would be given the Diemond Match 
company in exchange for deeds to the prop- 
erty. This plant is making money, and it is 
claimed it could pay interest on $400,000 of 
bonds and could also give a return upon the 
stock. The bonds would be saleable at par, 
and this amount of money applied to the% 
liquidation of the floating debt would more 
than wipe out all the bills payable. Coates, 
Son & Co. of London are said to be the peo- 
ple for whom the negotiations are being 
earried on. This, however, has not been an- 
nounced officially. 

Another Cut tm Biscuit Prices. 


The New York Biscuit company has made 
another cut in the price of its goods. Thecut 
is only on a few lines, all of which are 
staples, andthis cut with the ones previously 
made brings the present price of staple goods 
down to practically 50 per cent of what they 
were selling for early in the present month. 
The New York Biscuit company has made 
this cut effective in every town and city in 
the West and Northwest. * Following the cut 
by the New York Biscuit company, which 
amounted to practically 35 per cent upon 
the entire list of goods turned out, it ts 
claimed the American Biscuit company not 
only met the cut but made a further cut of 
practically one-half cent a pound on nearly 
all staple articles, the cut applying, however, 
only in Chicago. This ts the cut which has 
besn met by the New York Biscuit company, 
but the price list has been made effective 
throughout the entire district where the 
New York and American Biscuit companies 
are in competition. 

The orders which are being received by 
both the cracker concerns are the heaviest 
in their history. The factories of both corpo- 
rations have been taxed to their fullest ca- 
pacity, and at the Kennedy bakery in Chi- 
cago, which belongs to the New York Bis- 
cult comparty, all of the ten ovens are in 
full operation ten hours a day. Before the 
cut in prices was made the trade could be 
“eared for by the operation Guring the regu- 
lar hours of six or seven of theovens. Mer- 
ehants are evidentiy stocking up with goods 
in anticipation of an advance in the price of 
goods. The New York Biscuit company has 
not’ only been compelled to start all of its 
ovens going, but it has had to work over- 
time to fill the orders, 
ovens which belong to the company, but 
which are not in place, will be immediately 
set up. In planning the building these were 
allowed for, and all that will be necessary 

will be to tear up the flooring, extend the 
briek wall, and set up the ovens, which are 
now in the building. With these in place 
the capacity of the plant will be almost 
doubled, while the expense except for raw 
material will be little, ifany, heavier.

Diamond Match was strong during yester- 
day’s trading, but New York Biscuit failed 
to hold the advance made Saturday.

BRS. CLEVELAND IN HER NEW HOME, 


Arrives at Princeton with Her Chil- 
dren—She Objects to a Boy 
Driving the Carriage. 


Princeton, N. J., Feb. 23.—[{Special.]—Mrs. 
Cleveland, accompanied by her mother and 
daughters Ruth, Marion, and Esther, ar- 
rived in Princeton this afternoon at 3:43 
o’clock. The party traveled in a private car 
which Was’ attached to the regular New 
York Umited which legves Washington at 
11 o'clock, It was expected here that Mrs. 
Cleveland would arrive on the regular 1:45 
train from Philadelphia, and there was a 
large crowd of students at the Pennsylvania 
depot to meet this train. 

When she did not appear on his train nor 
any of those immediately following the 
crowd dwindled rapidly away and there were 
only a few people at the depot when the pri- 
vate car pulled in from the junction. The 
party was met at the station by Prof. An- 
drew F. West, who cordially welcomed Mrs. 
Cleveland and her mother and then showed 
the way to the carriages in waiting. 

The children with a nurse were placedina 
carriage by themselves and Mrs. Cleveland 
and her mother followed in a carriage im- 
mediately behind. The party had no sooner 
started, however, than Mrs. Cleveland ob- 
jected to the co&chman on the first carriage 
with the children, who was a colored youth 
14 years of age. Prof. West settled the diffi- 
culty by placing all six together in a private 
carriage belonging to one of the college pro- 
fessors and they were driven to the residence 
on Bayard avenue as rapidly as the muddy 
roads would permit. 

Two baggage wagons followed soon after 
loaded down with a big pile of trunks, bird 
cages, and chairs. The house was all in 
readiness for the new-comers and as the 
carriage rolled up the pretty driveway the 
front door was swung open by a colored serv- 
ant, while others hurried down the stairs to 
open the carriage door and help the children 
into the house. 

Prof. West said tonight: ‘‘ Mrs. Cleveland 
intends to remain in Princeton until Thurs- 
day or Friday, when she will return to Wash- 
ington to attend the inaugural exercises, 
leaving the children here in charge of her 
mother.

Action was urged to 
avoid the duplicatiom of chapter names, 
which has caused much confusion. Chapter 
records and the issuing of charters were 
recommended to be placed under onevofficer 
to obviate duplication. 

The Recording Secretary-General, Cnar- 
lotte E. Main of this city, reported a mem- 
bership of 18,000, a gain of 6,000, or 2,000 more 
than during any previous year. During the 
year 122 chapters have been granted, Massa- 
chusetts leading with 22, New York 14, Ohio 
10, Illinois7. Connecticut, however, remains 
the banner State in numbers. 


Basis of Union. « 


As to the consolidation with the Daugh- 
ters of the Revolution the report said the 
union was hoped for in the near future, and 
a basis of union of the two societies would 
be read before the close of the week for the 
action of the congress. 

Elizabeth Bryant Johnston reported brief- 
ly on the historical work of the society.
